Hinvented by the Greeks, whether at the fame time, 


or a little after Tragedy, is what 1 am not bound to 
nquire. At firft, it was very low and rude, was po- 
ithed by Degrees, and owed its laft Perfection, in 
the Opinion of the ableft Criticks, to Afenander. 
AtTuens, the famous Parent of the Arts and 
Sciences, andthe infamous Mother alfo of the Vices 
lof Greece, was the Nurfe and Encourager of Plays ; 
for the ftubborn Virtue of the Spartans, would never 
uffer this kind of Poetry to be received amongfit 
hem, left ic fhould corrupt their Manners, tho’ they 
ere pafionately fond of Lyrick Odes, written to 
n{pire Virtue, and mend the Depravity of human 
Nature. Athens, I fay, incouraged the firtt oe 
of Comedy, and as her Citizens were excellive.y 
covetous of Praife, this quickly taught her to fpeak 
plain. Her famous Lawgiver Solon, however, inter- 
pofed his Authority on the firft Appearance of 
Thefpis, who was the premier Mafter ot a Theatre, 
if a Cart can be fo called in Greece: I fay, he inter- 
pofed his Authority, for the Athenians, on mature 


hat his Sentence fhould have the Force of a Law ; 
and he pofitively declared, that fuch Reprefentations 
ould be fatal to the State, and that with an Earneft- 
efs of which, there is no other Inftance recorded 
n his Life ; yet it is well known, that Solon was a 
ery mild Legiflator, that he was a great Admirer of 
Poetry, and an excellent Poet himfelf. Comed 
owever flourifhed, and came into high Favour with 
the People, and for the fame Reajon which the 
ricers I oppofe alledge, becaufe it abufed the 
greateft Men in the State by Name ; and this our- 
ragious Licentioufnefs, was the Effence of the old 
omedy, which, however agreeable in a popular 
State, carried however, this Mark of Difgrace with 
t, that none of the Members of the Council of 
ireopagus, were allowed to compofe thefe Pieces. 
By Degrees, however, the ill Effects and dangerous 
onfequences of thefe kind of Entertainments, ap- 
peared in foglaring a Light, thata Law was made, 
orbidding Poets to abufé People by Name. Hence 
rofe the middle Comedy, fomewhat, tho’ not much 
ferior to the old Comedy in ill Language. It was 
ow the Poet's BufinefS to reprefent, under a feign'd 
ame, the Perfon he intended to abufe, in fo ftrong 
Light, and with fuch diftinguithing Circumftances, 
$ could leave an Athenian Audience no room for 


the Authority of others for licentious Comedy ; we 
might, with equal Reaton, plead their putting J4il- 
tiades in Irons, their banithing Cimon, and puning 
Socrates to Death, to {upport any Lnitances of Buar- 
barity and Ingratirude, which a vindictive Faction 
amongft us fhould be pleaféd to make. Virruc needs 
not the Authority of the Ancients to fupporr her, 
and neither their Authority, nor any other Aurho- 
rity, ought to fupport Vice, or indeed can fupport ir, 
burt wit weak, unwary People, who foliow the 
tinkling Cymbals of Falfhood, being afraid of the 
{trong Sounds of Senfc, which, like thole of the 
Trumpet, pleafes only the martial Mind, which 
dares look abroad and Corgbat every Thing that 
would enflave it. Whoever has a Mind to ive what 
was the Practice of the old comick Péets, may farisfy 
his Curiofity by reading the Lives ot Cimon and 
Pericles, as written by Plutarch, and the Comedics 
we have ftill remaining of Arifiophanes, whom Plu- 
tarch, has feverely cenfured as a mean and bafe Writer, 
ftooping to the loweft of the People, and accom- 
modaring all his Characters to their Humours. But 
if an inquifitive Specularor on this Subject, would fee 
the Effects of the old Comedy, let him read Thucy- 
dide s‘s Hiftory of the Peloponnefian War, and the 
Greek Hiftory of Xenophon ; in them he will fee, that 
the Virtues of the Atheniaw Chieftan, raifed them 
both to Empire and Liberty, and that the Madnets 
of the People, and that only, loft the former and 
fubverted the latter. He wil likewife fee, that the 
comick Poets were the chief Inftruments in popular 
Madnefs ; and, if he has a Mind to continue his 
Inquiries, he will find from the Orarions of De- 
mofthenes, that a ridiculous Fondnefs for Play and 
Shews, which of courfe entailed an exceflive Expence 
on the State, was the fole Caufe of that f{candalous 
Corruption which enervated the Athenians, and made 
them become the Vaffals of a Prince, who, when 
he afcended his Throne, was theirs. 

As to the Roman Comedy, I cannot conceive how 
it was brought intro this, Difpute ; the Writings of 
Plautus and Terence, are evidently copicd from the 
Greeks, and from the new Comedy which, as I have 
before fhewn, was in confequence of the Regulations 
made by the Strate rendered inoffenfive. 1 will go 
farther and agree with the prefent Patrons of the 
Stage, that if a Licenfe were tefufed to any Play in 
the Manner of Terence, that it would be a Hardfhip, 
becaufe it would b: depriving the People of a moral 
Entertainment whereby they might be inftructed and 
improved ; and I fhould likewile be of Opinion then, 
thatan Adminiftration which defired to (upprefs fuch 
Plays, had not the Good of the Publick at Heart, 
for that Government muft be very bad in its Nature, 
which defires to fee its Subje€s corrupt and depraved ; 
and on this very Motive, [ admire the Wifdom and 
Virtue. of the prefent Adminiftration, becaufe it has 
interpofed in a Cafe dangerous to the Morals of the 
People ; and I cannot help admiring the Modefty of 
our Patriots, who while they are continually cla- 
mouring at Corruption, redoubie their Clamours 
whenever they fee any Method taken to reprefs it. 

As to the Hiftory of the Englifb Stage, I do not 
Care to Concern myfelf with it, fince I know that 


fiftake. In procefs of Timeit-grew apparent, that—{ can fuy-nortftig Satisfaftory about it. If ic was 


is Regulation could not preferve the publick Peace, 
nd therefore others were made, whereby Poets were 
trained from reprefenting real ACtions, and their 
aginations were fo bridled by Law, that they 
ere forced to do that Good which they always pre- 
nded to do, viz. To fhew the Folly of Vice, and 
¢ Wildom of Virtue, in general Charaéters, or in 
er Words, were obliged to fludy Nature, and not 
Times. After thee Reftriétions took Place, 
e the new Comedy, of which AMenander was tive 
jory, who was, perhaps, in this Way, the beft 
riter in any Language. We might be able to 
nounce more fully on this Head, if his Pieces 
d efcaped the Injuries of Time, but the Fragments 
ich are ftill remaining, and above all, the 
medies copied from him by Terence, are fuficient 
evince that he was an excellent Man, and rhat he 
intained the true Spirit of Comedy, which confif's 
in painting particular Men, but particular Follies 
Vices in their juft Light. 
It is clear from this fhort Hiftorv of the Greek 
gc» that nothing can be more unjuft than to plead 


never under any Regulation, as the Craft/man fug- 
efts, till the Civil War, it certainly deferved it ; 
For. as Mr. Rymer has fully fhewn, fome of our mott 
admired Plavs are fcandaloufly immoral, and Mr. 
Dryden himlf has confefled, that Rymer's Criticifms 
are juft. The Freedom of the Stage in the Reign of 
King Charles the Second, is another very extraor- 
dinary Argument, fince whenever I am called upon, 
I wi'l undertake prove, that is was intirely in the 
Service of the Court ; nay, any Reader may convince 
himfelf of his, who will take the Trouble of dipping 
into Dryden’s Mifcellanies, where in every Volume 
he may find at leaft half'a Dozen Prologucs and. 
Epilogues full of Wit and Poliricks, all bent againft 
the Whigs, and to ridicule the Diffenters; and, I 
leave any Man to judge, whether if the prefent Ad- 
miniftration had condefcended to take this Method 
to recommend them‘elves and their Meafures to the 
Publick, a Motion for reftraining fuch kind of Wir, 
would not have,come from thefe very worthy Patriots, 
who now ftile themfelves Patrons of the Stage. that 
is, Patrons of the Scurrilities of the Stage, for fueh 


only are in Dacger of being exploded by my Lord 
Chamberlain's Licerfe 

I wave now dene with the Hiftorical Detail [ 
promiicd ; but before Eb conclude 1 beg Leave to 
thake fome Obtervations thereon. in tuc Art Place, 
1 muft remark, tuat among the Ancicnis there were 
fer Times for ¢ ef¢ Sort of Diveriions, and Plays 
were moc exhined at Atlers as at Londth, ever: 
Night, mucs le's half a Dozea of a Night. Hf, 
therelore, tac watlentam Stage was conftantly under 
the Direction of the Magiftrate, from an Apprehen- 
fion that all Reprefengations thereon ftrongly infiu- 
enced the Morals of the Pzeple, certainiy Ours onght 
to be under fome Reiftriction ; fince by Reafon of 
the Frequency of fuch Reprefeutations in Town and 
Country, they muft have a ftronyer influence: on the 
Manners «f the People. As the Patrons of the 
Staze have appealed co u¢thevs, to Athens Iet then 
go; and ler them itain their Wits to find out a 
Diftinction that will {*ve their Caute in the prefent 
Cafe. and aferd a Reafon why the Sriti} Stage 
fhould be at Liberty to ebufe the MeLi trae; where- 
as that of Athens was always under his Dire€tion. 

SECONDLY, I defire that the Reader would ob- 
ob’erve, that Comedy was perfected rather by the 
Regulations made by the Laws of the State, than by 
any Rules invented by Pees. For while chey had 
it in their Power to abufe whom they pleafed 3 and 
while they were fecure of the App!aufe of a Faétion, 
by ferving the Purpoties of Faction, they did not 
expofs Vice bur abule particular Men. I know it 
will be objected, Tohat this Abufe confilted in expo- 
fing their Vices ; which, tho" it fhould be granted, 
is jittle to the Purpole : Since there are no Men 
without Vices, and they did it not with a View to 
correét thole Vices, but to hinder the Viriucs of thofe 
Men from being ufeful ro the Publick, by tripping 
them of the Authority, which their Virtues, net 
their Vices, had procured them ; im Order to tranf- 
fer itto tho who were lefs capable tho’ not lefs vi- 
cious. And if this be truc, as | have fully fhewn it 
is, I would be glad to know why the Law may not 
interpofe in Britain, with the juft Hopes of bringing 
about che fame Amendment, that rhe Law wroughe 
in Athens. I would likewife be glad to be informed, 
Whet ier our Dramatick Entertainments have not 
been finking for many Years paft ; and whether there 
be any Degree of Compariion between the’ rude 
Farces of our laft ten Years, and the Comedies that 
were written even in the ten Years that preceded 
them ? And if there be nor, Whether che true Pa- 
trons of the Stage cught not to be glad of any Ex- 

edient capable of extinguifhing that Spirit of Ri- 
baldry and Obicenity which reigns at prefent in thefe 
Sort of Performances. 

Tuirntry,I defire it may be confider’d,Whether 
the Athenian Hiftory, in rendering it plain that the 
Licentioufhnefs of the Old Comedy, was the chief 
Support of choie Factions which brought the hea- 
vieft Mileries on the People ; and in fhewing as plain- 
ly that the exceilive Expence they ran into to fup- 
port thefe Publick Diverfions, proved the final De- 
ftruction of that Commonwealth, ought not to be a 
Watning to us. If it ought, I bez Leave to ask, 
What Title thofe Gentlemen have to Patriotifir, 
who have taken Fire upon this Occafiou, who 
prefs fo carneftly that we fhould continue in the fame 
Path which led Others to Ruin ? Who is there that 
has not heard the repeated Declamations ot thefe 
very Men againft Luxury and Corruprion ? And 
who is there that is at all acquainted with the pre- 
fent State of our Theatres, that can deny they are 
the very ftrongeft Initances of our Luxury and Cor- 
ruption? It would be very jcafy for me to expatiate 
on this Subjeét, but my Letrer is already of an exe 
traordinary Length : And befides, ic falls, proper- 
ly, under the Third Head I propos’d ; and in {peak 
ing to which, I doubr not but J fhall be able to 
prove, that as a Regulation of our Theatres has be- 
come very neceflary, fo the propefed Regulation is 
highly reafonable. And I folemnly affirm, that as 
well what I have already offered. as what I thall 
hereafter advance om this Subject, flows purely from 
a Conviétion of Heart, and not trem anv Defign to 
prejudice the Minds of my Readers in Favour of the 


Scheme fuoported by the Adminiftration: Tho*, 9 - 
confels, I fhould think’ ita very aburd Thin \

espofe without Examisation any Scheme, merely be- 
caafe it was back’d by an Adminiftration: And 
think fo from a Periwafion that many more States 
have becn ruined by trufting to pretended Patriots, 
than thro’ the Ambition of their lawful Magiftrates.
